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Mr. ACKERMANN, my representative for ADP questions, 
has reported to me in detail on his trip to (WOLADY) from 
8 October to 24 October 1966. 

The very carefully prepared lectures and demonstrations 
which were given to him underlined on the one hand agairir. 
the very complicated problems involved in ADP, but on the 
other hand gave him also an understanding of the great 
progress which you have made in solving these problems and 
gave him valuable leads for the solution of our own problems. 

We are most particularly interested in a continuation 
of this dialogue because the subject under discussion does 
not lend itself to open discussion with the manufacturers 
representatives due to its classification. 

I want to express my special appreciation for the 
generous hospitality with which you received Mr. ACJCBRMANN 
as well as for the thorough preparation which you made 
for the trip. 
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
